Tho enspicion’ that Bombay owes the intro- 
duction of plague within its limits to communi- 
eation with Hongkong, says the Times of India, 
gives use certain interest in thé sanitary for- 
tunes of that town.’ Its plague ‘history “hos 5 
special claim upon our attention. If sualogy 
counts for much thero is little in this that 
encourages the hope of an early disappearance 
of plague from Bombay. Hongkong. wns first 
visited with the opidemic in 1994—two years 
before it was dotected in Bombay, and in 1899 
plagne -was still prevalent on the island, tho 
sixth ‘visitation. Jasting from March ‘hatil 
September. It. never reached the proportions 
of the earlier outbreaks. In March there were’ 
25 cases, in April 101; in May 421, in Juno 514. 
Then, when the moximum mean monthly: tem- 
perature was reached, the. eyjdemic gradually 
decreased, There were 263 cases in July, 86 in 
August, and 57 in September, Hero again 
we have an. illustration of the baffling 
caprice of plague incidence in relation to tem- 
perature.
